III. Claims 1-7 in part , drawn to compounds a and Rl are in a different combination 
than as given in group I and II , classified in class 546 and various subclasses. 

IV. Claims 8-10 , drawn to a resin composition comprising anthrapyridone of claim 
1, classified in class 424 and various subclass. A single disclosed species is 
required. May be subject to fiirther restriction. 

V. Claim 1 1 , drawn to an article comprising the resin composition , classified in 
class 424 and various subclasses. 

VL Claims 12-15 , drawn to a method of producing a molded thermoplastic resin 

composition, classified in class 424 , subclass various. 
VIL Claims 16-24 , drawn to a method of preparing an anthrapyridone composition , 

classified in class 546 , subclass various.

Thus restriction is proper. 

Inventions I- III and IV- VII are related as process of making and process of using the 
product. The use as claimed cannot be practiced with a materially different product. If 
applicants elect the product claims froml-III and if it is found to be allowable, then the 
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method of making and method of using limited to the scope if the product will be rejoined , until 
then restriction is proper between said method of making and method of using. The product 
claim will be examined along with the elected invention (MPEP § 806.05(i)). 

Inventions I-III and VI are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case there are many other products that are used in molded 
thermoplastic resin composition thus satisfying (1) the process for using the product as claimed 
can be practiced with another materially different product. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I or II or III is not required for Group IV or V or VI or VII , restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
